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dead matter in the book, and no useless repetition. The work is of 
distinct value in that it groups together much that can only be found 
by wading through a multitude of volumes, and it states concisely 
and with care the legal propositions which relate to its subject. We 
do not know of any other volume which can take its place and we 
consider it a most valuable addition to legal literature.

Volume 15 of this valuable series is in no way inferior to the 
volumes preceding it, and they have become an almost absolute 
necessity to the library of a lawyer who wishes to keep up with 
the case law of the day. The present volume is peculiarly rich in 
cases of present interest. Interstate Commerce, Monopolies, Negli- 
gence, questions concerning the regulation, control and inhibition of 
the sales of intoxicating liquors, Domestic Relations — all these have 
important cases reported and thoroughly annotated. Upon the ques- 
tion of prohibition of sales of intoxicating liquors, the note to State v. 
Durien, p. 908, is a complete and exhaustive review of the whole 
subject from the constitutional standpoint.
